We oorlaiiily do not 
see any very great dillicully in the way of 
making a People's Ticket that would satiafy 
all and olfend none, 'riicio \» a very p;real 
deal to be done in the organization of the 
city ; and there will bo conlosts enough with 
the government before the town gets what 
it should have, without resorting to an oleo- 
lion contest between rival parties and rival 
candidates.' - We reoommend the selection of 
a Mayor 'and six ■ good Couneillors from 
among .' tiie candidates who havo boon and 
who may' be nnnbunoed, and the putting of 
them in by nomination if possible ; or if that 
be not possible, by polling votes without 
scattering them among ten or fifteen candi- 
dates!

Desertion and Punishment. 

"\Vc publish elsowherc u letter from an c.\- 
captaiu of one of Her Majesty's regiments, 
respecting tbe recent conviction by the Police 
Magistrate of a man on tbe charge of enticing 
liian-o'-wnr sailora to desert. Ooniing from 
such a source, it cannot be supposed that the 
conclusions arrived at are tainted by that 
misplaced sympathy that is sometimes shown 
by civilians for deserters ; and is therefore en- 
titled to the more consideration. The only 
two facts that appear to U3 to bear in the 
prisoner's favor, are : that he was under the 
influence of litjuor ; and that he had not spoken 
in an under tone. The other circumstances — 
being a stranger, and having no boat — do not 
strike us as being any serious obstacle lo aid- 
ing and abetting sailors iu deserting. A 
stranger may easily acquire CHOugh knowledge 
as to where to carry deserters by casting his 
eyes to the Olympian mountains across the 
Straits ; and he may obtain a boat for hire er 
otherwise, for the purpose of ferrying deserters 
there! Such being the case, the only question 
that arises is whether the remark to the man- 
o'-war's-man, that ho could easily carry a Lalf- 
dozen of tbein to tho other side, bo contrary to 
law or not 7 Without having c.\amincd the 
law, wo assume such a remark is " contrary to 
the statute made and in such cases provided :" 
and, consequently, it having been proven that 
the prisoner did make it, the only mitigating 
circumstances arc that ho was i;nder the in- 
fluence of liijuor, and spoke in a loud tone. 
JIuw a nuigistratc could escape Inflicting some 
kind of punislnncnt when il was proven that 
the prisoner was not diunk, it is diflicuit to 
imagine; yet it is doubtful whether Ihc sen- 
tence was not too severe. Wc have not ex- 
amined into the penalties that the law imposes 
iu such cases. If that infliotcd on Alartiii is 
the lowest that tho law prescribes, no other 
course was open for the justice to pursue. II 
any'milder penalty could havo been imposed, 
we think the mitigating circumstances would 
havo warranted the magistrate in choosing it. 
This ca.sc has called out cousidorahle syinpalhy. 
whether wisely or not, we arc not prepared lo 
say. There is, however, this about tbe matter 
of desertion — desertion cnticei's and their pun- 
ishment : The pnljlio iu such ciises are, we 
think, too [jronc to allow their syiui)alhics 
lo control their judgment, rallier than keep 
tliuir sympathicL; undei- the conJro! of ll.oii- 
jiulginen!. Even newspaper writers occa- 
fiionally fall into the same popular error. It 
is true that the latter slaiidiny between the 
rulers and tho i)eoplo are hound lo write 
■whatever seems lo he an invasion of a popu- 
lar right by governmeut. Yel sympathy is 
somain^QSL carried too far. Il endangers 
- gqvoriimont, and consequently liberty and 
order. It is well for the publto to form cor- 
'■Poi_,"o'i.ons of the relations of the Naval 
service to themselves and this colony.

Il tho travolcr is 
not the thief, what is there to pro\o that ho is not 
an aceoniiiliec r "V'ct with all this show of guilt 
the traveler is ultiiuatcly aeijiiittcd. 

If our uumois Joseph Styles, and w« were un- 
fortunate euoueU, wo will suppose, to commit a 
grievous tttsauTt upon " truthful Jaincs," in ro- 
■luiring him to give a small donation to tho Victo- 
ria Immiffration Socioty upon iho 10th day of Au- 
gust, 1862, and if wo are entitled John Styles in 
the summons, nnd ore arra'uncd hn- assaiilt and 
battery with intent to do jfrii/voiis bodily liarm to 
"truthful James," upon the llth of Aui^'iist, 1801 ;

Take a soinewliai similar case which oc- 
curred in this city of Victoria. A shop keeper 
vras brought, not hjiij; ago, before Mr. IVinberton 
for coinioitling a nuisance by sweeping out the 
dnst from his shop into the slreei, on a certain day 
of the month, sav the \Xi\\. The shop keeper 
proved Ihat lie did not commit this act upon that 
date, but upon Iho llth, and he had witnesses who 
could prove it, but a lynx-oycd policeman, agree- 
ing probably with Mr. Crokcr in the importance of 
dates, stuck to thodaylikb a Trojan.'add tho shop- 
keeper was Aned two dollars and a half for having 
a retentive memory, and cautioned to bo more care- 
ful for the future. This may bo British Colonial, 
hut it does not quite come up to my idea of British 
justice. 

I would now iliiL ct ailciition to the case in point, 
simply prd'aciiig my rcuKitks by statiug that 1 am 
not siiiyiiiar in my ideas, and that my opinion co- 
incides with Ihat which has been formed by somb 
very rcspcctablo members of tho legal profession 
in Victoria. 

William Martin, an Auslralian miner, .md a 
stranger in Victoria, wai taken into ciislody for 
being found in company wiili some sailors of the 
lloyal Navy, to whom he sliouted in the street, ''I 
could take half a dozen of you across Ihe .Sound 
any day if you want to go.'' IMartin was proved 
lo have been more or less under tho influence of 
liiiuor, and tbe sailor to whom, tho words'.wore ad- 
dressed as.icrfs that Ihc man roared out the words 
at the top of his voice. Here is all the evidence, 
and we contend that ihis of it.self would not have 
been accepted as eniieUisivc cvidoneo in any law 
court in (iieat liritaiii. There is nothing to which 
persons are inifre reaily lo mrear lli.in lo the iden- 
tical words made iije of by a prisoner at any given 
lime, any number of ycu.s ago. Vet they may 
have ullerly failed lo cDiniirehend Ihc inlcniion of 
the speaker at Ihe lime, and may have failed to 
catch a syllable or two which wuiild have materi- 
ally altered Ihc moaning of the words which were 
employed. Nothing U more [uissiblc than that 
tho very wonls which Martin made use of were, 
" I could take a half, a dozon of. yuu across the 
Sound any day if I teanled to," words which Mr. 
i'enibcrton might have Uttered himself in our 
btreels without being guilty of a very criminal ac- 
tion. As well might you arrest' a gentleman of 
mild ilcmoalior iu his druwing-room 'forsinaing 
tlio words— 

" I fear not tho.Monarch, 1 liccd not the law, 
I've a compass to steer by, a dagger to draw,'' 
as arrest William Martin for what ho said, grant- 
ing that his words which we suggest ns thogo 
which he maij havo said, wcro tho very words he 
made use of. 

Wo have conolttsivo proof that William Martin 
was inebriated, that he owns no boat, that he 
never wont across the .Sound, ami tliai-hc knows 
nothing whatever about the navigation of these 
waters, and what further iirmif do wc want of his 
innocence ol' the cn iine fur which ho ia convicted 
on the fainlc:,t cirfiim-.lantial evidence — evidence 
which would, as lufore remarked, have been 
dcemcil aiiylhing but eoiiclu^i.e in any law court 
in (Ireat lliit liii. 

'Ihcre is anolhrr strong point in William ."ilar- 
tiii's liivor. Take any eriiuo in the world, aud 
you n/ii.:u in iigani to it thai, ii tnc inleiuled act j 
is not preserved as a profound secret, there 'n at 
all CTcnts an at cinpt at scci ecy. If I resolve to 
kill my neighbor liob .lones, Ihe Tinker's .son I 
do not take a hand-bell, go out into the higiiwa'ys 
and by-ways of tho city, and cry — " Oycz I Oyez ! 
Know all men, that I am about to feloniously and 
of malice aforethought, kill and slay Hob Jones." 
If I were guilty of such tidly 1 should be seized, 
nnd cither conlined ou tho score of idjotcy, or a 
Lunacy Coininiasiou would bo ' anjipihtcd by,lhe 
Legishiture to make strict oiiiiuiries as to my 
sanity. Tiieie was no attempt at secrecy on the 
part of William ftlartin. Whalevcr words ho em- 
ployed he bellowed llieni out in the streets, so that

A 
inoro generoiss, good-hearted, honorable, 
wliole-s inloJ fell.iw than " Dulcliy " never 
brealhed. Comincncinir his business career 
Iioro in ISjS with lifly cents in his pocket, and 
a box of cigars under his arm, in four years, 
by patient industry and correct business 
habits, ho had become a partner in tho firm 
of liravcrinau & Lewiu, and had been to 
Cariboo, whore, by the sale of a large stock 
of goods, he had acquired a considerable 
sum of money, anl wns on his way to the 
Forks of Quesnello with a portion ol his 
-wealth, when, in company with his partner 
Sokolusky,and the packer Ueuuchior, lie was 
set upon by villains and deprived uf life. 
Not a:man,in Victoria, who knew him well, 
but liked poor "Dutchy." 

From SJiickeIsn Riveb. — The aohooncr 
North Star arrived from Sticksen River on 
Saturday last with ton passengers and 4S 
ounces in gold dust. The river was very 
liigh when the schooner left and but little 
mining was going on.

Horrible Murdors by HigU-waymen. 

Three horrible niurdersraecompanied by the 
robbery of the victims, were perpetrated on 
one of the trails between tho:North and South 
Fork.s of Quesnello lliver. on Suturday, the 
2Gth of -July. The unrortuiuUc men who lost 
their lives to satisfy the cupidity of blood- 
thirsty higliwayiiieii weic Ilarri.-i I.ewiii, of 
the firm o( Bravcnium Sc J.ewiii, of this city ; 
1). Sokolosky, late of Sukulosky it Lcwin,of 
Xcw AVestminslcr, and lUiarles iJeaueheir, 
until reei}ntly a trader e.l Xaeaiino, and last 
a pucker of goods to t.'ariboo. I,ewiu is sup- 
posed to have had aboul $ 12, 000 ^ioj^ 1^18^808- 
scesion i Bcauchcir, .^.'lODO, and Soko'losky, 
§1000. The three, it appear.;, lell Kcitliley 
Greek on tho 25tli, in eoinpaiiy with three 
other men, at present unknown, and reached 
the bridge over the Xorth I-'ork of (incsneilc 
at 5 o'clock on tho alteriiooii of the 2lith, 
where theyrested and portookorrcfreshmeiit.s, 
Here, the lower or no-.v triiil being wet, they 
were advised to take the old or nio.mtaiu trail, 
which is always dry, but ou aecouiit of its 
being more lengthy, has i'allen into disuse this 
year. The victims announced their intention 
of following the advice, whereupon ihc three 
strangers wlio had traveled with thcni inimcdi- 
nlcly Icit tho hon-^i. ai.d pi wording towards 
the north fork liy the nioaiitaiii trail, were 
soon out of sight. Tiie three men, who were 
doomed never to rvacli iki-ir dL>liuation, .'•hortly 
after left in Ihe .-anie direction and were never 
seen again alive, but still and cold their mu- 
tilated remains v.ere discovered in the brush a 
short distauco from the road, two days therc- 
ultcr, ample time having been afforded in the 
meuniime for the pcrpetraiors to esc ipe with 
! the gold robbed from the lu-r.-^nns ul the iiuir- 
j dered nu-n. The liiih li (.',. 'jon says: 
! On ro.u'.Uiiit! a pnial al»iul llii'ci' miles from the 
bridge, it would aiipear tliey wen- set mioii liy tlic 
tliree men liefure alliulea io, imiidued iiiid rol)- 
bcd, not iiiily el' tlie tieKsiue, bat of tlieir watehes 
and jewelry, and even their lials.

6 lo aei in ilial I'apr.i iiy, uhen, 
a jury being emi>aaiieled, an iie|ai'-.l w.is ihily 
held, and one man, in ei,nnec:ioii with whom cer- 
tain suspicious circumstances were developed, w.n 
taken into custody. Tin colliu.', -.vcre ordered for 
tioltulosky und Lcwin, nita n vienr to their cou- 
venieut removal by thos friends at any subsequeiit 
period. 

A tr.ass mooting of citizens was at onco 
convened at the Forks of liuesnelle, and 
S750 subscribed towards aiiopling measures 
for the arrest of the murderers, and Mr. Ed- 
ward Grifiin wa.s despatched belov/ for the 
purpose of putting the ofliccrs on the alert, 
and laying the tnalter before the Governor. 

From a letter received here from Lillooct 
we learn that the bndiesol |,(.".vi;i and Deaii- 
cheir bore cvidtjiiee that llioy had die.l with- 
out a struggle ; each was shot once in the 
head, and twice in the I)ody— one of the balls 
passing ihrongh Lowiii'."i heait, and aiioiher 
through Ueaucbeir's lii'ig-;. .Sokhi.^ky, who 
was a powerful young man, appi-ais to have 
struggled violently, llis levuher wa.^ found 
lying cocked at his side, and there were 
marks of fiagers presscl hea\ily on the 
throat. His shirt wa.^ faind partially stnlTed 
into his inoutli lo .~eivi; as a ::a^';i and thus 
prevent bis cries linni hemg heard. lie had 
also been beaten on the head witii a weapon 
— probably a revolver. 'I'ho bn>li near llio 
spot where Soklosky's liody was found bore 
signs of the fearful death struggle which he 
must have engaged in with his murderers, and 
n considerable quantity of blood wasoliservod 
on the trail. Lewin and Beaiicheir looked 
natural, but Soklosky's I'eatr.ics were sadly 
distorted and bruised.
